In a joint statement, Darst and 
Matthews said they were hopeful 
such an agency would “eliminate 
all the vexing problems we are 
now confronted with” in respect 
to sewers and would prove satis- 
factory to city and county tax- 


payers. 
No State Action Needed. 

No action by the State Legisla- 
ture would be needed to create 
a metropolitan sanitation district, 
a separate municipal corporation, 
but the proposal would have to 
obtain approval of voters in the 
city and county in separate elec- 
tions, Mayor Darst pointed out. 
He expressed the hope that elec- 
tions would be held soon, possi- 
bly some time this year. 

If establishment of the district 
is approved by the voters, the 
operating agency then would seek 
voters’ authorization to issue 
bonds to purchase sewers in St. 
Louis and in the various county 
municipalities, it was explained. 

An estimate was not available 


for the total value of sewers in|’ 


the county but Frank J. McDevitt, 
president of the St. Louis Board 
of Public Service, placed a value 
of $100,000,000 in the city’s 
sewers. 

Mayor Darst said the city would 
use funds from sale of its sewers 
to the Metropolitan Sanitation 
District to retire or reduce other 
municipal obligations. 

District Likely te Levy Tax. 

The Mayor said the new dis- 
trict likely would levy its own tax 
or seek to obtain revenue 
connection charges and 
fees. 

The question whether the Bi- 
State Development Agency should 
handle the new sanitation district 
was discussed by Darst and Mat- 
thews but they came to the con- 
clusion that no “bi-state” factor 
was involved. 

“It was our opinion that it 
should be handled by an agency 
that can be created under the new 
state Constitution, with personnel 
appointed by proper authorities in 
the x 4 and county,” they said. 

tails Under Study. 

Details relating to establish- 
ment of the proposed district are 
under study by a city-county sew- 
er committee named recently by 
Darst and Matthews. Members are 
David H. Blanton Jr. and Daniel 
T. Reardon, representing the city, 
and E. E. Pershall and J. Eugene 
Auchly, from the county. A fifth 
member is yet to be named by 
these four. 

For years the maintenance and 
construction of sewers have cre- 
ated difficulties between the city 
and county. The problem has be- 
come greater recently because of 
a population increase in the 
suburban area. 

One constant source of dispute 
has been the amount to be 
charged by the city for county 
connections with St. Louis sewers.

Charles streets. , two. as- 
sistants picked up Bates and de- 
posited him in the western-style 
saddle. 

The stunt evoked. many com- 
ments from noon-day crowds 
which gathered on street corners 
to watch the “knight” clank by 
with his visor half closed and 
gaily colored plumes on his hel- 
met waving in the strong breeze. 

One passerby called, “where's 
Lady Godiva,” while others, more 
skeptical, inquired “‘what’s being 
advertised now?” Children along 
the route appeared especially 
fascinated by the shiny metal- 
clad figure previously seen by 
them only in picture books. 

The mounted horseman was 
preceded by a police motorcycle 
escort and a truckload of pho- 
tographers. Bringing up the rear 
was a station wagon driven by 
Museum Director Perry Rathbone. 
It bore signs calling attention to 
the end of the visiting exhibition 
April 22. 

Bates, who dismounted unaided 
after his half-hour ride, claimed 
the heavy suit was not too un- 
comfortable and said he was 
warmed by the bright sun shining 
on the metal. He added, however, 
that a breeze slipped through the 
visor and cooled his face and 
neck. 

Any resemblance of the 47- 
pound, sheet iron costume to the 
genuine armor in the collection 
at the museum was more ap- 
parent than real. It had been 
borrowed from a Hollywood film 
studio. An earlier ride had been

WASHINGTON, April 10—For- 
mer Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
told the Post-Dispatch today that 
at the request of White House aid 
David K. Niles he had asked Sen- 
ator Charles W. Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, “not to be too tough” 
on~ Donald S. Dawson, another 
White House aid. | 

Wheeler, now a practicing attor- 
ney in the capital, appeared yes- 
terday before the Senate Banking 
subcommittee investigating al- 
leged influence in the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, after 
Senator Tobey, outraged by what 
he considered an attempt by Niles 
to “influence” him, had insisted 
that Wheeler tell all the facts. 

The closed session was held at 
an undisclosed place, and no an- 
nouncement was made by Chair- 
man J. William Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, that Wheeler had ap- 
peared. Wheeler said he re- 
mained about an hour, generally 
discussing the committee’s: work 
as well as the Niles-Dawson in- 
cident. Other members present 
were Senator Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, and Republican Senators 
Bricker, Ohio; Capehart, Indiana, 
and Bennett, Utah. : 

Conversation 3 Weeks Ago. 

The conversation betWeen 
Niles, who handles minority prob- 
lems for President Truman as he 
did for Roosevelt, and Wheeler 
took place about three weeks ago 
when the Fulbright committee 
was in the midst of its inquiry 
into Dawson’s acquaintancéship 
with members of an alleged RFC 
influence ring. The committee at 
that time was doing everything to 
get Dawson to appear before it 
short of subpenaing him. Thus 
far he has spurned all “invita- 
tions.” 

“What happened was very sim- 
ple, and I don’t know what all 
the fuss is about,” Wheeler ex- 
plained today. “Either Niles, 
‘whom I’ve known for a long time, 
telephoned me or else I was in 
his office, but in any case he 
mentioned the RFC hearings and 
the fact that Dawson’s name had 
been brought into it. He said he 
knew I was a friend of Senator 
Tobey’s and asked if I would call 
Tobey and. tell him not to be too 
tough on Dawson. -~ 

“It was just a casual conversa- 
tion, and I didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to the suggestion about Sen- 
ator Tobey. A few days later 
Niles telephoned me to ask if I 
had acted on his suggestion. This 
served as a reminder, so I did 
call my friend Tobey. All I did 
was pass along Niles’s thought 
that he go easy on Dawson. 

“Certainly no attempt to influ- 
ence either Tobey or the Ful- 
bright committee was intended. 
Why, I’ve had newspaper men ask 
me to ‘go easy’ on this or that 
witness. It doesn’t mean a thing. 

“As to my appearance yester- 
day before a closed committee 
meeting, let me say that I'd be 
glad to relate the facts at any 
public hearing. As I say, there’s 
nothing to it.” 

Tobey Outraged. | 

Senator Tobey, however, was of 
a different mind. Tobey is still 
outraged about the incident, and 
believes there should be a full 
public hearing on it. 

As to Niles, he’s not talking 
about it. When a reporter sought 
to get his versiqn of the affair, 
his office referred all inquiries on 
the subject to White House Press

This committee, 
on orders of the Peron-dominated 
Congress, seized the La Prensa 
offices, printing plant and other 
properties on March 20. 

The paper ceased publication 
Jan, 25 because of a boycott by 
the government-backed news ven- 
dors’ union. ' . 

Special Session. 
Congress was summoned to a 
special session Wednesday to act 
on the committe’s recommenda- 
tions, which House Speaker Heec- 
tor Campora said would be em- 
bodied in a bill. The proposal 
recommended that the govern- 
ment issue bonds to pay for the 
multi-million-dollar properties, 

A closed-door caucus of 98 
Peron supporters in the 158- 
member lowér chamber indorsed 
the expropriation report by accla- 
mation last night.

His wife, he 
Esther Brunauer, who works for 
the State Department as a United 
Nations liaison officer, also was 
suspended from her job. 

A Navy announcement. gave no 
details of charges against Brun- 
auer but said the suspension was 
“as a security risk.” It said he 
has 30 days in whicl. to answer 
the charges and request a hear- 
ing if he so desires. 

The State Department said 
Mrs. Brunauer was suspended 
pending the outcome of the Navy 
action as to her husband and “not 
from any information which has 
been received concerning her.” 

Both were named by Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, last 
mander during the war but now 
ployes “McCarthy regarded as sub- 
versive. 

Brunauer was chief of the high 
explosives section in thé research 
and development division of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance. He 
held a commission as a com- 
mander during the war but now 
has civilian status although re- 
taining an inactive reserve. com- 
mission. His war work was also 
in explosives research. 

His suspension was first dis- 


closed by the State Department. 
The Navy then made an announce- 
ment of it. 

. At the time of McCarthy's 
charges last year, Mrs. Brunauer 
declared she was not, “never have 
been, and couldn't possibly be a 
Communist.” 

She described her husband as a 
“thoroughly loyal American,” a 
vigorous anti-Communist and an 
“able and brilliant scientist. who 
made a distinguished contribu- 
tion to the war effort.” She said 
he received a Navy letter of 
commendation and the Order of 
the British Empire decoration. 

She said her husband once had 
Communist connections shortly 
after he came to this country at 
the age of 18 as an immigrant 
from Hungary. But she said they 
resulted from a youth’s need for 
companionship which led him into 
the Hungarian section of the 
Young Workers League. She said 
her husband quit the league in 
1927 after he began to understand 
the workings of the Communist 
movement. 

In appearing before a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
whieh investigated McCarthy’s 
charges, she ‘submitted a letter 
from former Republican Senator 
Ball of Minnesota. Ball’s letter 
described Brunauer as “perhaps 
the most violently anti-Communist 
person I know.”

Truman Requested for Voice 


of America. 


| Today in Congress | 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate today a $473,165,368 
appropriation bill, cut by 44 per 
cent from President Truman's 
budget request of $843,463,579. 
Passage was by voice vote. 

The bill finances miscellaneous 
federal agencies for the remain- 
ing-month of the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. 

No attempt was made to re- 
store a 90 per cent cut in the 
emergency budget of the State 
Department’s Voice of America 


program. The House approved 
only $9,533,939 of the $97,500,000 


The Voice of America is the 
Government owned network 
which has been set up to tell this 
country’s story abroad. It had 
asked for the funds to build 13 
additional broadcasting outlets. 

There was no fight over reduc- 
ing the civil defense administra- 
tion’s budget from $403,000,000 
to $186,750,000. 

The appropriation committee, 
which recommended the _ cuts, 
said it is dissatisfied with man- 
agement of “The Voice” program. 
It also said there are no concrete 
plans for spending the amount re- 


ministration for the rest of this 
year. 

At the suggestion of Chairman 
Cannon (Dem.) of tHe appropria- 
tions committee, the House cut 
$4,971,000 from the $38,000,000 
originally recommended by the 
committee for administering the 
Defense Production Act. Cannon 
said the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion has not been able tto recruit 
all the employes it wants and 
won't need the full amount.. 
Commodity Credit Cut Restored. 

The House refused to cut $750,- 
000 from the administrative ex- 
pense allotment of the Com- 
modity. Credit Corporation. It 
tentatively approved the cut yes- 
terday, but reversed itself today 
by a roll call vote of 250 to 159. 

The Senate yesterday passed by 
voice vote a defense housing bill 
and sent it to the House. 

The measure was trimmed about 
one-half to authorize only $1,500,- 
000,000 in Government-insured 
mortgages to stimulate building 
of homes for defense workers and 
military personnel. 

Before the vote Senator Doug- 
las (Dem.), Illinois, urged a Bank- 
ing Committee investigation of 
whether the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration had given special 
benefits to “favored groups” in 
financing big projects. He was 
referring to a former provision 
in housing laws under which con- 
tractors putting up large apart- 
ment developments were allowed 
to receive Government-guaranteed 
mortgages up to 90 per cent of 
the cost. 

The Senate amended the bill to 
require contractors and subcon- 
tractors to make sworn state-

Bendetsen said today, however, 
that only 312 cents would have 
been withheld. He said that the 
Army announced an inaccurate 
figure. ;

Not 
since Anna Held’s lacteal bub- 
ble-baths has there been a pub- 
licity stunt to match Ben 
Hogan’s victory in the Masters 
just before the Roxy opening 
of the movie, “Follow the Sun.” 

This is the film story of Ho- 
gan’s life and two things set 
it apart from the ordinary run 
of Hollywood make-believe. 
One is the preposterous im- 
plausibility of its plot; the other 
is the fact that the picture in- 
troduces a new star who is 
destined to illumine the cellu- 
loid firmament with an un- 
earthly brilliance. 

Spies within the industry re- 
port that the newcomer is big- 
ger than Baby Leroy, Jackie 
Coogan and Freddie Bartholo- 
mew rolled into one. He is a 
youngster named Grantland 
Rice who plays the role of a 
sportswriter named Grantland 
Rice presenting some trophy to 
Ben Hogan. 

As to the plot, it is too fan- 
tastic to. bear comment. It

Trouble is, though, you can’t 
arrange things like that. Not 
even a Sollazzo could put a

That would put him in position 
to win, though, if he ‘played 
safe and flawlessly all the way 
home. 

When you're dealing with a 
guy like Ben Hogan you “never 
know when he’s going to get 
bored with playing safe. After 
getting ahead of the field in the 
Masters, he aimed for the mid- 
dle of the greens and putted 
cautiously until he reached the 
thirteenth. Then he went for it. 


Then Ben Went for It. 


HE thirteenth at the Au- 
T gusta National Club is one 

of the grand holes in Amer- 
ica. It is a 480-yard dogleg 
to the left, sloping rather steep- 
ly to the left where a creek 
meanders along at the edge of _| 
tangled woods.

‘discuss peace. He has also written a letter to 
Mouse Minority Leader Martin to the effect that 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops on Formosa should be 
accepted in an expanded war in Asia. 

If the White House had cause to control 
the General last summer, it has double cause 
now that he has repeated his offense and 
France has joined Britain in opposition to 
the General's freewheeling diplomatic pro- 
posals. The U.N. took Gen. MacArthur as its 
commander because he was the American com- 
mander in the Korean war. We owe it to the 
U.N. to see that his insubordination is not a 
periodic embarrassment to Lake Success. 

On his premise, Gen. MacArthur is, in our 
opinion, entirely wrong. He -seems to want a 
full<dress war against the Communist Chinese 
in the Orient. The American people want no 
such war. Neither does the U.N. Most Amer- 
icans, we believe, support the idea that the 
major place to stop Communist aggression is in 
Europe.

According to James J. Carroll of St. 
Louis and Sidney A. Brodson of Milwau- 
kee, bookmakers, who testified before the 
Senate Crime Investigating Committee, 
gambling.is ‘a biological necessity” that 
should be legalized. Since biology is the 
science of life, these men apparently want 


- the public to believe that gambling is an 


instinct, an inborn drive inherited in 
blood and bone, an irresistible human 
hankering that can only be satisfied by 
chasing “something-for-nothing” under a 
license system. 

This idea, if true, would salve the con- 
sciences of many thousands of people who 
would like to shift to their ancestors 
their own personal responsibility ‘for 
wasted legacies, squandered wages, em- 
bezzled monies, broken homes, neglected 
children and all the crimes that crowd 
the gambling trail. 

Gambling is a form of behavior. It is 
not rooted in biology. It is not an in- 
stinct. It is not inborn. Everywhere and 
always it is something that is learned. 
If acquisitiveness be an instinctive desire, 
then gambling is a perversion of this de- 
sire. The fact is that gambling is never 
constructive, creates nothing of value and 
is universally destructive. 

Carroll and Brodson assume that the 
biological urge is so strong that it is re- 
sponsible for the great volume of present- 
day gambling. One look is sufficient to 
prove the falsity of this assumption. The 
overwhelming majority of the persons 
who gamble teday do so because pro- 
moters stick gambling offers under their 
noses. in’ v of law.

Not a Public Issue. 


There is reason for anxiety— 
not, of course, for hysteria or 
panic—now that it looks as if 
diplomacy had failed and that the 
spring offensive is set. Unless, 
as we may hope but dare not 
take as assured, the attack is re- 
pulsed so effectively that there 
is no likelihood of its being re- 
newed, we must be prepared for 
a most trying time.

No small part of the mounting

This is hardly a question 
which in a well-conducted state 
would be bandied about on the 
eve of a dangereus battle by gen- 
erals, politicians, and by all the 
rest of us, who, once it has been 
raised in public, cannot act as if 
it had not been raised.

Splitting the Air Force. 


In considering the claim that 
the global struggle with Com- 
munism can be won in China, 


it is well to have in mind. 


One of them is that a general 
war in the Far East would re- 
quire the redeployment of a large 
part of the big bomber force. 
This might, at a rough guess, di- 
vert to the proposed war with 
China about half the striking air 
power now acting as the prime 
deterrent against a war by the 
Soviet Union with the Atlantic 
community. The burden of proof 
is on anyone who proposes to 
divide up and to scatter the ul- 
timate strategic reserves of the 
free world. 

Another thing to be borne in 
mind is that there is no reason 
to think that China could be de- 
feated by air power. Not even 
North Korea, with our Air Force 
unopposed, has been defeated by 
air power. China, which is a vast 
country without great industry, 
without vital centers on which 
the whole country depends, would 
be harder to knock out by strate- 
gic bombing than almost any 
other great nation.

printed pages is to get a feeling

Swindler's Exploits Were Masterpiece s of Timing and Acting, Until

This is the last of a series of 
articles by one of the Secret 
Service’s most efficient under- 
cover operatives, Frank Seckler, 
who retired from the service last 
autumn. 


NE of my most exciting cases 

() rrousnt me face to face with 
the most beautiful and slickest 
woman “counterfeit passer” ever 
to run afoul of the Secret Service. 
Complaints began reaching Se- 
cret Service headquarters from 


from them, always leaving 

two counterfeit $100 bills. Now, 
a counterfeit “passer” will seldom 
try to pass $100 “phonies.” Yet 
here was a “passer” who did it 
successsfully and artistically. 

* The swindler was a woman. She 
was described as young, beauti- 
ful, fashionably dresséd, with an 
impatient, imperious manner. Her 
exploits were masterpieces of tim- 
ing and acting. I was assigned to 
the case. 

1 backtracked through a dozen 
cities where stores had been de- 
frauded: When I heard the stories, 
I was able to piece together the 


method of operation of this beau- | 


tiful crook. . 


May Gilbert, the super-slick 
passer, always picked for her op- 
eration stores where fur-trimmed 
cloth coats retailed from $110 to 
$125. She usually chose a store 
near a bank. She would arrive 
breathlessly, explain she was in 
a hurry to keep an appointment 
and ask to try on a coat she'd 
seen in the window. 

She’d buy the coat quickly. 
stg pay for it in cash—two $100 

ills. 


Hundred dollar bills, of course, 
are always subject to scrutiny in 
any well-run store. Invariably the 
store would send a messenger on 
a quick dash to the nearby bank 
to get expert opinion on May’s 
$100 bills. That always required 
five or ten minutes. 


May Gilbert, meanwhile, began 
to be irritated by the delay. She 
demanded her purchase and the 
change. It was explained to her 
it would take a few minutes 
longér. Then May would fly into 
a tantrum. Finally, the messen- 
ger would return from the bank 
with word that the $100 bills 
were sound, United States cur- 
rency. 


But at that point, May would 
be in such a rage that she would 
refuse the coat, and demand her 
money back.

return her money and May would 
regally prance out of the shop, 
leaving behind a group of terribly 
embarrassed salespeople and a 
manager or two. 

A few days later May would 
return to the same store. This 
time, she would be half-apologetic, 
saying that nowhere in town 
could she find a coat that suited 
her so well as the one she’d tried 
on a few days ago. She would 
humbly swallow her pride in or- 
der to have the coat she wanted. 


The salespeople gave it to her 
and gladly. She paid for it, 
again with the two $100 bills 
which, this time, were accepted 
without question. So, with her 
coat and $80 or $90 in change, 
she would sweetly depart. 


The last two $100 bills she left 
were counterfeit. 

I picked up May Gilbert’s trail 
in Baltimore. In city after city 
throughout the East, I was one 
step behind her. I caught up 
with her in Boston, I arrested 
her and brought her in. She 


lived up-to her billing. She was 
young and beautiful. By the 
time she finishes her sentence in 
a federal penitentiary she will be 
an older and wiser woman.

NEVER think of a jail sentence 

without remembering a man I 

kept out of jail, because he had 
rehabilitated himself in the eyes 
of the law and of society. I can- 
not reveal his name here, because 
only four living persons know his 
story. 

It was a case of forgery of 
Government bonds. One of the 
conspirators} who was a parolee, 
escaped arrest. He vanished into 
thin air. Our best efforts failed 
to turn up a clue to his where- 
abouts. 


Twelve years later, a man’s pic- 
ture was taken from our files in 
a routine investigation of another 
case.

He 
denied being the man we sought. 
So I asked him to show me his 
right forearm. Slowly, he rolled 
up his sleeve. On his flesh was a 
faded, heart-shaped tattoo, with a 
motto, “Semper Felix,” meaning 
walways fortunate.” He was our 
man! ° 


I returned to New York, and 
gave my chief an outline of the 
case. He agreed I would have to 
bring the man in. But, he 


thought, we might be able to do. 


something to lighten the sentence 
awaiting the fugitive. At least, we 
could try. 


I hurried back to Pennsylvania. 
I was fearful our man might have 
fled again, or taken his life. As

it was, I caught him just as he 
was about to leave his business 
office, with all the available cash 
he was able to raise. 


After I talked with him, he 
agreed to accompany me to New. 
York. He notified his wife and 
family he was making a business 
trip. Back in New York, my chief 
and I conferred with the Federal 
Probation Officer, the United 
States Attorney and with a Fed- 
eral judge. They agreed to accept 
our recommendation for leniency. 

In fact, they agreed to go 
furthey. The old parole violation 
was quashed. I was able to put 
a free and happy man on a train 
back to Pennsylvania. 


That is the Secret Service 
philosophy. It is as deeply con- 
cerned with a man’s rehabilita- 
tion as it is with exacting punish- 
ment for crime. 


I am satisfied we acted in ac- 
cordance with A law higher than 
the ones madé by man.

PHRASE from this. column 
has resulted in an unusually 
large number of tch-tch’s. 

I ended a sentence with, “.. . 
but not as often as is popularly 
supposed.” A deluge of letters 
tells me that, sincé the phrase 
is negative, I should have written, 
“not SO often as is popularly 
supposed.” In short, “‘as ... as” 
is correct with positive state- 
ments, and “so ... as” is correct 
with negative statements. 

There is, of course, no rule of 
this kind in English. The usage 
is summed up accurately, I be- 
lieve, in Webster’s New Inter- 
national Dictionary, Second Edi- 
tion, under “so, adverb,” pages 
2384-5. The gist of the explana- 
tion is that “so ... as” and “as 
. « . as” are “now generally in- 
terchangeable,” and “as ... as’ 
predominates in colloquial usage. 

Charles Allen Lloyd, in his 
monumental work,\ “We Who 
Speak English,” put it this way: 

“If there are writers who wish 
to limit themselves in this way, 
we cannot prevent them, but 
there is certainly no general 
agreement among writers of 
reputation to that effect, nor has 
any such limitation the support 
of the dictionaries . . . I think 
the use of ‘so’ implies that the 
second member of the compari- 
son has more than an 
amount of the quality in question. 
To put that in a simpler way, 
when we say, ‘John is not SO tall 
as Henry,’ we imply that Henry 
is more than ordinarily tall; but 
when we say, ‘John is not AS 
tall as Henry,’ we make no im- 
plication at all. Henry may be 
either very tall, or unusually 
short.” 

So the whole matter is more 
or less obscure, and it is so un- 
important as to be placed in the 
category of hair-splitting.
